FRIENDS OF SILVER. 


Bimetallic Views of the Next 
~ * United States Congress. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 1.—The World will to- 
morrow print the result of a telegraphic 
poll of the next Congress on the silver, tariff 
and income tax questions. The Congress 
will not meet until December, and as 
the larger portion of its membership is in 
national public life it is a matter of im- 
portance to the people to know as nearly 
as possible what may be expected of this 
body, and especially of the new members 
of it. To meet this demand, the World on 
Friday sent to each Senator and Represent- 
ative whose address could be obtained a 
tel phic request for answers to the fol- 
lowin * — 

Do * favor single gold standard or free 
coinage? 

Do you favor further tariff changes? 

De you favor the principle of income

It is to be noticed 
that the silver men are open and enthus- 
iastic in their declarations and speak like 
men who know what they want and are 
bound to get it or know the reason.

qualifications. 

An unexpected and unpleasant possibil- 
ity of renewed tariff legisiation is apparent 
in the replies to the question as to fur- 
ther changes in the tariff.

THE NATION'S DRUMMERS,

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., June 1.—The dele- 
gates to the sixth annual Nationa] Conven- 
tion of the Travelers’ Protective Associa- 


tion of America, which convenes here 
Monday morning, are beginning to arrive 
and by to-morrow night the city will be 
overfiowing with the Knights of the Grip 
and their families and visiting friends.

He stated that his 
paper was written and read wholly in the 
interest of the University; maintained that 
he did not believe the facts given in the in- 
terviews in his paper, and assured the Chan- 
cellor of his desire to serve the University, 
But he declined to allow the Chancellor to 
read the paper itself, or to give him the al- 
leged facts of the interviews with “six 

rominent educators.”” He stated that Rev. 

H. George would call upon the Chancellor 
and explain matters. At last accounts this 
call had not been made. The correspond- 
ence resulted a personal interview be- 
tween the Chancellor and Dr. Burnham. 
The matter, it is „ Was gone over, much 
as in his letter, Dr. Burnham still declining 
to produce the paper, but strongly asserting 
that whatever the paper contained was in 
the interest of the University.

WILL MISSODRI DEMOCRATS BE BOSSED? 


The Pemocratic State Central Com- 
mi..ee have determined to set themselves 
up as bosses over the Democrats of Mis- 
souri.

USURPATION BY INJUNCTION. . 

The Amalgamated Association of Iron 
Workers, in their convention at Cleveland 
this week, adopted resolutions in which 
they denounced the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Debs case 
as -“a denial of simple justice.” They 
also directed attention to the growing 
abuse by the Federal Courts of the power 
of issuing injunctions. They claim that 
“the Courts in each succeeding injunction 
issued by them have increased the scope 
and severity of the restrictions therein 
contained, until it.would seem that the 
pleasure of the Courts is the extent of 
our liberties.” 

The question here raised is an extreme- 
ly grave one. After watching the Fed - 
eral constitution in operation for twenty 
years or more, Thomas Jefferson, with 
his keen prevision, declared that en- 
croachments. upon popular liberty in the 
United States were more to be dreaded 


| from the Federal Judiciary than from 


either the Executive or Legislative branch 
of the Government. 

The correctness of this view has been 
fully vindicated by events, especially dur- 
ing the last few years. What amounts 
practically to imprisonment for debt is 
now claimed as a prerogative of the 
Circuit Courts and is often exercised 
by them through punishment for alleged 
“contempt of Court.” Under the guise 
of Receivers, the Courts have assumed 
the functions of railroad managers, and 
exercise the same arbitrary power over 
the employes of the railroads in their 
hands that they have over the ordinary 
officers of the Court. 

To cover these encroachments upon the 
people’s rights, the laws have been 
strained and constitutional provisions 
have received interpretations never 
dreamed of by the framers of the Con- 
stitution or by the early commentators. 
The rulings of Judges Taft and Ricks, of 
Jenkins and Dundy, of Grosscup and 
Woods, mean that the Federal Courts 
can issue injunctions and punish for al- 
leged violations of them without any 
unlawful act having been committed. 
and in denial of the right of trial by 
jury. The Supreme Court in its decision 
the other day did not decide that Debs 
had been guilty of an offense, but sim-. 
ply that the Circuit Court had the right 
to say he was guilty and that such dec- 
laration cannot be reviewed by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Usurpation by injunction, when there 
is no remedy through appeal to the 
higher Courts, will lead swiftly and in- 
evitably to national ownership and oper- 
ation of railroads. The American people 
are long suffering, but they are honest 
and they love justice. They will not 
permit the power of the Federal Govern- 
ment to be placed at the disposal of rail- 
road managers when they quarrel with 
their employes, while the Government 
recognizes no reciprocal obligation to 
secure the employes in the enjoyment 
of their rights as citizens. 


THE BIN OF BIG SLEEVES. 


In the #8th verse of the 13th chapter of 
Ezekiel are the following words: 

Thus saith the Lord God, Woe to the 
women who sew pillows on all arm-holes. 

The meaning of the text is as obvious 
as its application. The Post-Dispatch 
recognizes the futility of attempting to 
check the inofdinate growth of the 
feminine sleeve by statute. Neither by 
injunction nor. criminal pros@cution can 
the shoulder balloons which cumber the 
earth be punctured. On this subject leg- 
islators are as dough in the hands of the 
kneaders. Judges tremble and are 
afraid. 

But something must be done to keep 
men from being shouldered off the planet. 
In this sore strait the Post-Dispatch ap- 
peals to the Scriptures. We take up the 
task which the pulpit, overawed by the 
petticoat, should but dare not take up. 

The text contains a clear inhibition of 
the fashionable folly of wearing big 
sleeves. Because the Divine injunction 
was directed against pillows instead of 
bolsters or balloons does not relieve from 
the penalty those who are guilty of the 
greater distortion.

There are a few pessimistic persons 
who are fond of comparing our age with 
that just before the dissolution of the 
Roman Empire, when a similar condition 
of Plutocratic rule and consequent cor- 
ruption had set in. An antidote to the 
despair they teach is to be found in the 
fact that in the very van of the army 
of kickers is the modern newspaper press, 
whose kick is continuous and sure to 
prevail. Foremost among these kickers 
for right and justice, the Post-Dispatch 
has been querulously blamed for “eter- 
nally fighting some one.”

The regretted death of Secretary of State 


Gresham is accredited to “worry and over- 


work.” It is doubtful in my mind whether 
a man can be overworked under pleasing 
conditions. And isn’t “worry” only a spe- 
cles of feverish, intense, anxious work? 
The person who works hard without worry 
has a prospect of long life before him, while 
one who worries is shortening his existence 
by overwork, no matter whether he is ever 
seen to work at all. 

I always thought Judge Gresham possess- 
ed of the judicial temperament—a calm, 
equable, hopeful man, who did not appear 
inclined to worry or overwork. Hence his 


death from these causes seemed inexplica-' 


ble, 

But when one comes to think the matter 
over carefully he will see that it is just 
this sort of temperament that eventually 
breaks down, Thrust by admirers and 
friends into positions of trust and respon- 
sibility, where great results are expected, 
the temperament, therefore, to er- 
treme application is suddenly called upon 
for greater efforts than have ever been 
characteristic of it. Failure and sometimes 
death follow swiftly. ‘ 

Judge Gresham can fairly be called a 
successful public man, He never dabbled 
much in real politics. He changed his politi- 
cal adherence whenever he felt so disposed, 
and nobody ever accused him of insincerity, 
either. He filled every position with honor 
to himself and his country, and while he 
was almost constantly in great offices he 
never seemed to have done anything to- 
ward securing them. They came to him 
naturally—one of the rare instances of “the 
office seeking the man.” 


The launching of the steamship St. Louis, 
the largest océan greyhound in the world, 
is worth a great deal to this city in the 
way of valuable recognition and advertise- 
ment. The city’s name will now be publicly 
registered and looked after every week on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and it will be- 
come more and more familiar to all people 
éverywhere. 

Moreover it will at once widen and deepen 
the interest of St. Louisans in the outside 
world. It will increase travel from here to 
Europe. It will send more and more Mis- 
sourians abroad to extend their knowledge 
of human character and to give them that 
depth of observation and thought which 
travel in other lands alone can give. 

Some surprise has been expressed at the 
small number of persons in this city who are 
listed for the initial voyage of the St. 
Louis. But this was entirely natural. The 
date of sailing has all along been in doubt. 
Those who intended going to Europe from 
this city this year preferred to make all 
preliminary arrangements certain. Besides, 
those about to make their first voyage 
across the water, naturally timid and ap- 
prehensive, felt there might be greater se- 
curity in sailing in a vessel which had been 
tested and found seaworthy at all times and 
under all circumstances. 

The new steamship is probably one of the 
stanchest ever put afloat, but her worthi- 
ness is yet to be tried. 

I have no doubt that her later voyages 
this year and all her voyages next year will 
be attended by throngs of St. Louisans too 
numerous for individual attertton.

There is, of course, a moral in “The Lit 
tle Dinner at Timmins’s.” You shouldn't 
try to give a swell society banquet in a 
four-room flat; nor to invite to it persons 
hd will be astonished at your imperti- 
nence, and yet will eat with you and fail 
to recognize you afterwards. The moral 
is not one of total abstinence from all social 
exchanges but a recognition of proprieties. 
If one can oniy afford a $10 dinner, let him 
give it, and invite his real friends to it. 
Then he can snap his fingers at those who 
de not like it. 


The declaration of the Supreme Court of 
Missouri that the so-called eighth clause“ 
relating to vagrants, is unconstitutional, 
has stirred up no end of apprehension 
among the police officials, and one Justice 
has gone so far as to declare officially 
that without that section of the city ordi- 
nances there will be small chances for the 
protection of society in this great city. . 

But of course the Supreme Court is right, 
no matter how we may contemplate the de- 
cision from a social standpoint. The vag- 
rancy clause was only a spécies of fugitive 
slave law, which permitted police officials 
to keep idle or dissolute men moving away 
without process of law..Generally the police 
knew the character of the men thus driven 
out, and the men were not in position to 
argue the case; but after all, it was an 
assumption of authority not warranted by 
the constitution, and good lawyers have 
for many years declared that if the ques- 
tion ever reached the Supreme Court if 
would quickly be determined against the 
city authorities, just as was done in the 
case of the State law which authorised idk 
people to be sold at auction upon decree 
of a court. 

The constitution was intended to be a 
check upon the reckless, irregular or 
harsh administration of law, and so long as 
it accomplishes that object the people may 
have confidence in the success of their 
form of government. 

The wiping out of the vagrancy clause of 
the ordinances may serve to discourage the 
police department for awhile, but it will 
serve a better purpose by teaching those in 
authority that whatever is done to any per- 
eon in the conservation of peace or good 
erder and in the administration of jus- 
tice must be done under the forms and limi- 
tations prescribed by the highest tribunal 
of the people themselves.

morrow. The trade are all on edge over the 
hot, dry weather that prevails over nearly 
the whole winter Wheat area. Besides the 
damage already done by drouth, heat, frost, 
bugs and flies, the plant is threatened with 
complete ruin in a large area by hot, dry 
weather. Latest reports from the country 
east of the Mississippi indicate that a per- 


fect calamity threatens the crop. Accord- 
ing to the Modern Miller, the condition of 
winter wheat declined 8 to 10 per cent last 
week below the 70c condition that publięation 
estimated it at one week ago, the rains in 
the West coming too late to improve its 

rospects. If further damage is inflicted 

y a continuation of drouth ‘and heat, the 
crop’s condition will be still further low- 
ered, and in the drouth-stricken section a 
complete failure is imminent. Hence, the 
strain the trade is now under over future 
prospects. On yesterday’s “curb’’ 80%c was 
paid for July, which was within 2%c of the 
top so far reathed on the advance.

It looked for a time last week as though 
a big fight was on in the wheat market be- 
tween, the professional trader and the out- 
side speculator. The latter, and miore es- 
pecially the country, got most the cream of 
the recent great advance, and the profes- 
sionals, who got principally left,“ are anx- 
ious to go out after some of those big coun- 
— 4 winnings and transfer a portion, if not 
all, to their own bank rolls, some of which 
by the way, have been sadly depleted. Since

The advancing tendency of the market 
may be checked, but it ts only for a time and 
is liable to break out any day or at any mo- 
ment. Even if prices do give way and go 
much lower, forced liquidation, if it is 
brought about, carrying the market down 
to where it ordinarily would have gone, 
yet there is no doubt of one thing—that is, 
the day of 50c wheat has passed for this and 
next season and probably for many sea- 
sons to come. European buyers will have 
to adjust their ideas to a much higher level 
and before very long come to the American 
sellers’ terms. The Argentine cheap wheat 
is nearly cleaned up and has lost its force 
as a bearish factor, anyway. Russia has 
cut her exports down greatly, week before 
last clearing less than 3,400,000 bushels, 
with all the inducements of 25c per bushel 
higher price than when that country was 
exporting 4,500,000 to 5,000,000 bushels.

It would not be surprising to see the next 
great boom in wheat come in July. There 
are so many nooks and crannies to be filled 
up in sections that have been drained dry 
that the movement to market is Hable to 
be very disappointing. Country millers and 
;mills located at interior towns will undoubt- 
edly compete sharply for the wheat raised 
in their section. They have had a lesson this 
season they will not soon forget and they 
will hardly allow their country to send most 
of their wheat to the accumulative centers. 
The harvest, too, will reveal the actual 
shortage in the crop and show whether 
there has been more cry than wool in all 
the talk of damage.

If country advices are to be believed, the 
winter wheat crop is in awful bad shape.

Separted from the main pavilions about 
100 feet, and facing the drive, is a hand- 
some three-sto building with a slanting 
roof.

A cheer- 
ful open fireplace, where in winter logs 
burn merrily, gives a homelike effect, and

The beautiful town of Freeport, situated 
in Stephenson County, one of the richest 


Agricultural districts of the rich State of 
Illinois, has three facts in its history which 


especially recommend it to a thoughtful

The second fact is that Freeport and the 


county of Stephenson, of which it is the 


county seat, were among the promptest and 
most generous in their response to Presi- 
dent Lincoln's call for troops in the early 
days of 61. That these Freeport and Steph- 
enson County men did their share of fight- 
ing for the Union is eloquently attested 
by a stately monument now standing in 
the Court-house Square of Freeport, guard- 
ing the nedestal of which there are the 
carved figures of four Federal soldiers, and 
the inscription on which reads: To the 
— 42 Dead of Stephenson County, 1861 

The third fact is that Freeport, with its 
population of 15,000, although a part of the 
Republican Ninth Congressional] District of 
Illinois; which persists in keeping Hon. 
Robert B. Hitt in Congress, never fails to

When the additional fact is mentioned 
that Gen. Schofield is on the side of the

At the age of 11, the son of a Baptist 
preacher, and one of a family of twelve sons 
and daughters, he was taken on the long 
overland journey by wagon, from New York 
State to Illinois, then the “far West. 

In 1845, then 14 years old, the family hav- 
ing settled in Freeport, III., which then had 
a population of but 400,he was a country boy 
at a district school, the pedagogue in 
charge of which was the Hon. D. Ww. Sun- 
derland, and the “place of learning“ now 
famous in Freeport and Stephenson County 
“as the little red schoolhouse,” long since 
| vanished from the face of the earth. It was 
only for one winter, however, that young 
Schofield was a pupil at Mr. Sunder- 

and's. 

In ͤ the summers of 1845-46-47 the boy did 
“odd jobs’ about Freeport, looking after 
horses, ’tendixg store, etc., all for the pur- 
pose of making a little money to help him 
towards an education. 

In the winter of 1846 he was for a few 
months at Hiram Buckley’s day school for 
boys in Freeport. 

In the winter of 1847 he worked with a sur- 
veying party in the then wilds of Wisconsin, 
still saving his money to pay for his school- 


ing. 

In the winter of 1848 he taught school at 
Oneco, III., twelve miles north of Freeport. 

In the spring of 1849 came the great, and 
entirely unexpected, good fortune of his 
life, an ee to West Point, the full 
story of which will be told elsewhere in this 
article. It is rmissible to end this outline 
biography right here, because from the day 
of his admission to West Point the story of 
John M. Schofield’s life is to be found in 
the army records. 

The honest hardships of the early life of 
“Abe” Lincoln gave that great man the 
proud title of “the rail-splitter of Sanga- 
mon,“ and the people loved him better be- 
cause he had split rails and worked hard, 
as other pioneers work. 

The necessities of Ulysses S. Grant’s early 
days gave him also a name dear to the pop- 
ular heart, that of the tanner of Galena,“ 
and later on there were people who loved to 
tell of how they had often seen him seated 
on a wagon load of wood driving a team of 
mules into St. Louis, there to sell the wood 
for the support of himself and little family. 

It may be said that-John M. Schofield will 
yet go down to history as the hostler-boy 
of Freeport.““ It was owing to the fact thai 
he was a thoroughly good and painstaking 
hostler-boy that he got his appointment to 
West Point. 

The story of how he thus ’tended horses 
and made stanch friends of his employers 
will be found among the other reminiscences 
of his early life, as gathered by the Post- 
Dispatch staff correspondent in Freeport. 
They are all interesting, and many of them 
are picturesque to a degree. 


Away out at the end of Stephenson street, 
which is the principal street of Freeport, 
live Mr. and Mrs. Alfred H. Wise. Mrs. 
Wise is a sister of Gen. Schofield, just two 
years his senior in age, and the one of the 
big family of an even dozen of Schofield 
boys and girls who stood nearest to the Gen- 
eral in the days of his boyhood. Her pride 
in the career of her brother, from the day 
when, young and eager, he left their Free- 
port home bound for West Point, on through 
his life as a cadet and later as one of the 
distinguished generals of the Civil War, to 
the present time when he holds command of 
the United States army, is touching in its 
sisterly loyalty and simplicity. Mr. Wise, 
her husband, a retired merchant, is a free 
silver Republican, but should Gen. Schofield 
ever become President, he will become 
famous as the counterfeit presentment of 
that personage, the personal resemblance in 
face and figure between the two being really 
remarkable. Mrs. Wise talked freely of the 
early days of Gen. Schofield. 

“My brother was just 11 years old when 
our family left the little town of Gerry, 
Chautauqua County, New York, where he 
was born September 29, 1831, to make the

thing to help his father or the family. Well, 
the night before we were to leave Gerry,

was a cold winter’s night, with a heavy 
snow on the ground. We were to travel in 
company with another family, who lived at 
Jamestown, about 12 miles distant, and this 
family had the wagons in which the trip 
was to be made. y father had a horse, 
however, which was necessary to complete 
the wagon teams, and it was necessary to 
get this horse to Jamestown that night, so 
that the start could be made from there, 
picking us up at Gerry. So the loose har- 
ness was put on‘this old horse of ours, and 
my brother John, 11 years old, mounted him 
then and rode the twelve miles bareback 
that night to Jamestown, coming al 
after us the following day with the rest o 
the little party. Thus was our departure

Mr. L. L. Munn, a banker and retired ca 
italist, was seen by the correspondent at the 
Freeport Club, a handsome structure on 
Stephenson street. Mr. Munn was for many 
years Grand Secretary of the State Lodge 
of Illinois Masons. 

“I was not a scholmate of Gen. Scho- 
field’s,” said Mr. Munn, but the one lasting 
recollection I have of him as a boy or as a 

oung man, is that he paid a visit to the 
Freeport school, where I was a scholar, at- 
ter he had been admitted to West Pojnt. He 
was in cadet uniform, a renee thick-set 
young fellow, and, of course, all of us boys 
at school thought then that he was a great 
hero. If we could only have known that he 
would rise to be in command of the army 
of this country, and to be, per 
ident of the United States, we would have 
indulged in even more hero-worship than 
we did, but as it was I remember his visit 
was a great event. After that he always 
came to Freeport during his vacation, and 


he has visited the city often in later years. 


Everybody here knows and likes him, and 
we are all proud of his military and 
of whatever honor may come to him in the 
future.” Gen. Schofield is one of those quiet, 
reserved men who make friends tha: last 
them for a lifetime.“ 

Mr. Oscar Taylor, a lawyer, was a school- 
mate of Gen. Schofield, and tol@ the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent of the life at the 
“Tittle Red District School,“ where they 
were boys together. But Mr. Taylor is 
about fifteen years older than Gen. Scho- 
field, and to boys a difference in age of 
fifteen years is an insurpassable barrier, so 
he and Gen. Schofield did not “play in the 
same crowd,” so to speak. But the old 
gentleman is deeply interested in the dis- 
tinguished career of his former schoolmate. 


Mr. J. W. Maynard, a Freeport dry goods 
merchant, tells an interesting reminiscence 
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ment to West Point. It was then Mr. Tur- 
ner thought again of my brother, and -he 
gave him the appointment without the 
slightest consultation with either my father 
or brother. I remember we were all great- 
ly surprised when the notification arrived. 

„Well, of course, my brother had had 
but little schooling, and he was greatly 
alarmed for fear he might not be able to 
pass the necessary examination. But he 
went to work at once—this was in the 
spring of 1849, and studied under the Rev. 
Mr. Downer, a Presbyterian minister, until 
he felt competent to pass. All this time, 
too, he was doing manual labor in the 
day-time, studying at night, at noon, and 
at odd minutes through the day. The next 
fear was that he might not pass the phy- 
sical examination, there being a slight de- 
fect in his right eye, but when the time 
came for that his general physical standard 
was so high that he went through without 
the slightest trouble. So he got to West 
Point, but I remember that the fact of my 
father, a Baptist preacher, being willing 
for his son to be educated for a soldier 
caused a great deal of talk here in Freeport. 
The opportunity for an education, however, 
was one that could not be thrown away by 
a poor boy, and it was a happy day for my 
* when he was admitted to West 

oint. 

„Each vacation after his appointment he 
spent here in Freeport. After his gradua- 
tion he was sent to join his regiment in 
Florida, where his health suffered from the 
climate, and he was given a furlough of 
three months, which he spent here at home 
algo. Then he was called to West Point as 
assistant professor of mathematics, and it 
was while at the Point in that capacity that 
he maried his first wife, the daughter of 
Prof. W. H. C. Bartlett, who was the 
West Point professor of mathematics, and 
who died only a few years ago at an ad- 
vanced age. My brother next took a pro- 
fessorship at the Washington University 
in St. Louis, where he was when the war 
commenced. Of course, the facts of his 
career during and after the war I need not 
tell, as they are matters of history, and are 
well known to the public.“ 


Since the war Gen. Schofield has made 
visits to Freeport, the last having been 
about two years ago, although the General’s 

arents are long since dead, and the old 

ome on Walnut street where he and his 
brothers and sisters passed their childhdod 
disappeared before the march of Freeport 
progress many years back. The accompany- 
ing illustration showing this old home was 
made from a sketch drawn by Mrs. Wise 
when a young girl. Gen. Schofield’s parents 
and two brothers are buried in the ceme- 
tery at Freeport, and he never returns to 
his old home without paying a visit to this 
last resting place. On the occasion of these 
visits to Freeport the General always stops 
with his sister, Mrs. Wise, and is much in- 
terested in the literary career of his niece, 
Mrs. Haddie Wise Andrews, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wise, who is achieving a 
reputation as a writer of children’s stories.

As showing what genuine pioneers were 
the indomitable Baptist missionary, Rev. 
James Schofield, and his family in going to 
Freeport in 1845, there are some picutresque 
facts concerning the church established 
there by that divine, The first meeting for 
the organization of a Baptist church in 
Freeport was held in the kitchen and one 
living room of the Rev. Schofield, represent- 
ing the American Baptist Missionary Soci- 
ety, and there were twenty-six persons 
— among them being the boy, John M. 

chofleld, now Lientenant-General ia oe 
then only about 14 years old. In the build- 
ing of the church which followed, Rev. 
James Schofield did manual labor by the 
day, working as a ca ter or builder just 
as though he were being paid for it. All th 
boards and shingles for the church had to 55 
bought in Chicago—a wagon journey—which 
was also attended to by the preacher, and 
on every board and every shingle he wrote 
the name of the Freeport Baptist Church: 
In making the journey by wagon from Chi- 
cago to Freeport the roads were exception- 
ally bad, and it is said that to lighten the 
loads boards and shingles were thrown out 
until the course of the returning caravan 
could almost be told by followin this 

blazed track.” But every board — every 
shingle was marked, and people were honest 
in those days, so that it was finally recorded 
that not one was lost, every passing team- 
ster feeling it to be his duty to pick up all 
he could carry and take them to Freeport.

5 : Judge Krum Adopts a Blanket Section 


Which He Claims Covers the 
Points in Oontroversy. 


Tt is asserted that the revision of the 
erdinances of 1892, by Judge Chester H. 
Krum, which has hitherto been subjected 
to some criticism because of errors and 
omissions, is faulty in that no provision is 
made for the repeal of previous ordinances 
in conflict with those contained in this re- 
vision. 

Revision of the ordinances every five 
years is provided for in the City Charter. 
Each revision is done by virtue of an ordin- 
ance, and when completed the revision it- 
self becomes an ordinance, and whatever 
it contains becomes law, even if inserted by

vieed ordinances hereby ordained, so far as 
they are the same as those of existing ordi- 
nances, shall be construed as a continuation 
of such ordinances, and not as new enact-

pellets are usually found fastened tightly

-The Chinese pearl farmer then turns 
jeweler. He drills a little hole into the 
pearl at the place where it was fastened 
to the shell and removes the dirt.

The ingenious 
Frenchman bored holes in the shells of pearl 
oysters with a small drill and then intro- 
duced through the opening Uttle globules of 
glass. He plugged the holes with corks 
and then left the oysters alone to manu- 
facture pearls. In, eix months the glass 
nucleus was covéréd with a pearly deposit 
and the Frenchman reaped. a beautiful 
harvest of pearls, He did not have to bore 
holes in the pearls to remove the center, 
and his pearls brought higher prices than 
the pearls made by the Chinese. 

These artificial pearls have much of the 
lustre of the real gems, but are sold at a 
1 lower rote by 1 ewelers, Ex- 
perts can color — ack, pin 
and other colors — Ae 
For instance, a pearl put in nitrate of silver 
turns black. But pearl raisers know a trick 
worth two of that. Certain kinds of fresh 
water mussels bear —_ pearis, and pearl 
oysters produce different colored pearls, 
according to the part of the oyster which 
is irritated by the foreign substance. The 
artificial pearl producer knows this and 
plants his seed accordingly. In Washi 
ton is an artificial pink pearl as large asa 
pigeon’s egg, and its heart is a bit of bees- 
Wax. 

Perfectly round pearls which weigh over 
twenty-five grains each are scarce and com- 
mand large prices, but such pearls are nat- 
ural. Artificial pearls are usually flat on 
one side,—Chicago Record,

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AN ALUMINUM EAR. 


An Old Gentleman Has One Which He 
Finds Very Useful.

We have had people with glass eyes, por- 
celain teeth and artificial whiskers, and 
now along comes a man with an aluminum 
ear. He is 63 years of age and was ad- 
mitted into the Queen's Hospital, at Birm- 
ingham, England, in April, 1893, with an 
epithelioma of the left auricle. 

The greater part of the diseased ear was 
out off by the attending surgeon and a plas- 
ter-of-paris cast was taken of the left side 
of his head. Then an artificial] ear was 
built up in wax to match the heakhy one on 
the opposite side.

No artificial contrivance, such as a spec- 
tacle frame, was made use of to support the 
aluminum ear, and adhesion to the head 
was effected by means of a saturated solu- 
tion of mastic in absolute alcohol. :

‘HOW IT IS DONE TO-DAY. 

“Catulle Mendes was one of the intimate 
friends of Oscar Wilde in Paris.“ This was 
precedéd and followed by unpleasing insinu- 
ations in a signed newspaper article. Mendes 
gat down at a table in the Taverne Pousset 
and wrote one word on a sheet of letter 
paper, mailed it to the journalist and wait- 
ed. Next day the journalist had sent his 
“‘witnesses’’*to Catulle Mendes; he supplied 
them with the names of his, and the same 
evening saw an encounter with dueling 
swords, in which Mendes’ right arm was 
ripped up half its length aninch deep. Such 
is the manner of procedure among the 
French in these last days. 

A duel may be provoked by slapping the 
cheek, as was done by Mendes something 
over a year ago for a young critic who freely 
censured him for the erotic tendencies of 
his poems and short stories; by spitting in 
the face, as was recently done by a fashion- 
able clubman to another clubman who im- 
pugned his honor, or by written or by spoken 
words, these latter being subject to such free 
construction that in the killing of Harry 
Alls (March 1 last), some journals publicly 
declared that in rereading these lines (writ- 
ten by Alis), which were made the point of 
departure for the duel, one does not know 
how to see in them anything that could seri- 
ously motive an encounter.“ 

Alphonse Daudet has maintained that the 
due will always hold good among the Latin 
nations; that it belongs to their idea of 
honor, which no civilization can do away 
with. And certainly a short glance through 
the present century of progress“ seems to 
bear him out. Grave statesmen, writers of 
philosophy, the editors of great reviews go 
out as readily as ruffling soldiers, gambling 
noblemen who need whitewashing to clean 
up their honor, and 13 who desire 
to have the prestige of a fight. 

The duel was at its height in those days of 
Napoleon I. In every regiment there exist- 
ed a man whom the soldiers respected more 
than their colonel. He was the “maitre 
d' armes.“ Under him were several lleuten- 
ants or understudies who took the name of 
„prevots,“ exercising a part of his moral 
authority. 

This authority was maintained by nothing 
less than fear of sudden death, for it was 
the self-imposed duty and pleasure o ese 
gentlemen, winked at or uncontrolled by the 
authorities, to pick up quarrels, as frivo- 
lously as any bad man” in the days of 
‘pistols in the West. 

A DUEL MADE TO ORDER. 

Of these maitres d’armes a certain Malta 
Was one of the most famous. He had killed 
other duelists by dozens. In giving lessons 
to the younger officers his greatest compli- 
ment for progress was to promise soon to 
give a “lesson in politeness,’’ the first prin- 
ciple of which was, when seeking to quarrel, 
to keep one’s eyes strained opened fiercely. 
“Lift your eyebrows, higher, yet more. 
Your eyes ought to look as big as the crys- 
tal of your watch. That will let the com- 
pany know that you are present!“ 

These men fought for the sake of fighting. 
One day a prevot, who was also a bad man 
and a hard drinker, was seen by Elzear 
Blaze upon the bridge of Stettin, walking 
crooked, talking to himself. How!“ he ex- 
claimed, floating his long beard in the wind, 
“J cannot find in the whole garrison a good- 
hearted fellow to come and take some exer- 
cise with me—not one who-wishes a button- 
hole made in the middle of his stomach! 
You are all the soldiers of the Pope. If I 
were the Emperor I would tie you to the 
cannon’s mouth, to teach you how to live

times the duel is connected with a joke, 
as that of Sainte-Beuve and Dubois. 


It was at the time that Sainte-Beuve was 
writing in the Globe, and Dubois was one 
of the stockholders. The latter took offense 
at the political tendencies which the cele- 
bratéd writer was giving to the paper. 
“Vivacious injuries“ were exchanged by 
pen and word of mouth, and a meeting was 
judged necessary. 

On arriving at the meeting-place Sainte- 
Beuve was seen to be carrying a pair of 
flint-lock pistols of the sixteenth century, 
while sheltering himself under an um- 
brella. It was raining steadily. Sainte- 
Beuve continued to hold up his umbrella, 
even to the moment when the word of 
„Fire!“ was to be given. The witnesses pro- 
tested. Sainte-Beuve insisted: 

Jam willing to be killed,” he said, but 
Iam not willing to catch a cold in the head.”’ 

They were forced to accept the condition, 
and the great writer shot from under his 
umbrella. Four balls were exchanged 
without result. Later on when Sainte- 
Beuve had rallied to the Empire of Na- 
poleon III., while remaining faithful to 
‘liberty of thought,“ he did not hesitate to 
defend his beliefs in the French Senate. 
One of his colleagues, Lacaze, considered 
himself offended and provoked a duel, but 
the friend of the Princess Mathilde wittily 
refused to fight except with the arm with 
which he was most familiar—the pen. 

In recent times Paul de Cassagnac, the 
sharp-tongued editor of the Bonapartist 
L'Autorite, after having proved his courage 
in seventeen encounters, made use of the 
same joke when provoked by a fellow- 


journalist who was a notoriously bad spell- 


er. He had the choice of weapons and he 
chose orthography. 
‘ DUEL OF JOURNALISTS. 

July 22, 1836, is thought by some to be 
“one of the unhappiest anniversaries of 
French democracy. M. Emile de Girar- 
din had just started a newspaper at forty 
francs a year; it was a revolution in the 
press. A Republican sheet, the Bon Sens, 
attacked the innovation with sarcasms, to 
which M. de Girardin replied by a suit for 
defamation of character. Admiral Carrel, 


t+ who had been asked to intervene, then pub- 


lished in his National the following note: 

M. Emile de Girardin, Deputy, is at the 
head of a society which lieves itself 
to have found means of establishing a 
journal at forty francs a year, a happy dis- 
covery by which the country will greatly 
benefit in case of success. Only, as the 
first means of reaching this success, M. de 
Girardin has thought it his duty to publish 
a prospectus in which he speaks of journals 
which have already existed six, ten and 
twenty y in terms which I, for my 
part, am wi ng. to misunderstand, but 
which the Bon Sens has taken up in a 
series of piquant feuilletons, 

“The spiritual writer of these feuilletons, 
M. Capo de Feuillide, finds M. de Girardin’s 
enterprise to be a bad one. Instead of re- 

lying in his journal M. de Girardin 
** referred to go to law.“ 

This provoked in the Presse a reply on 
the folowing day, when everybody saw a 
duél must take place.

Carrel died, murmuring the word 
“France.” His funeral was made the oc- 
casion of public mourfing. And while all 
parties united to weep for Armand Carrel, 
all the hates of the Republicans, hates 
‘which were fatal to the Republic, massed 
themselves upon the head of Emile de 
Girardin. 3 

A laughable duel in the period of the revo- 
lution of 1848 was that of Dr. Bixio and the 

reat Thiers. Bixlo, with zuloz, had 

ounded the Revue des Deux-Mondes. It 
was a duel in which no one was hurt. The 
little journals, making allusion to the 
short stature of Thiers, pretended that Dr. 
Bixio missed him because he had aimed at 
the height of a man; a joke, however, at 
which Thiers was one of the first to laugh. 

In the month of May, 1858, Mr. Henri de 
Pene had written in the Figaro a joking 
phrase which raised a tempest. Speakin 
of the dress of army officers, he said: “A 
our sub-lieutenants are not Brummels.” 
This innocent phrase, which any one might 
write, brought him a vast collection of let- 
ters and more than enough duels to last a 
man forever.

It was his 
melancholy pleasure to discover that all the 
other challenges (which he would have been 
physically unable to accept) had been with- 
drawn. 3 
DEATH OF HARRY ALIS. 

For every celebrated duel that lives in 
story and in picture there are others, doz- 
ens, which the people do not talk about, 
though why it should be hard to say. It 
may be taken that the death of Hafry Alis 
will remain celebrated. 

Harry Alis was one of those modern Faris- 
ian journalists who labored in the cause of 
the colonial expansion of France. For a 
long time he had written in the Journal des 
Debats upon such questions with great com- 
petence and acceptance. In the course of 
his duty he published on Feb. 24, 1895, an ar- 
ticle entitled “African Colonial Conces- 
slons,“ setting forth ideas which were dear 
to him—to use his own expression. 

Certain phrases of this study appeared to 
a M. Le Chatalier, President of a “Societe 
d' Etudes du Congo Francaise,“ to be inex- 
act, whereupon he wrote a letter of rectifica- 
tion, which was published on Feb. 23 by 
Harry Alis, accompanied by a few commen- 
taries. At the same time Alis wrote Le 
Chatelier a letter which the latter judged 
offensive to him. 

The meeting too place on March 1, early 
in the morning, in the large room of a gafe 
on an island in the River Seine—the Grand- 
Jatte—a sinister establishment, which saw 
the death of Capt. Mayer at the hands of 
the Marquis de Mores, and many another 
bloody meeting. The combat did not last 
two minutes. Le Chatelier thrust Alis 
through the breast. The death was instan- 
taneous. 

In the time of Henry III. a certain Quielus 
quarreled with a certain d’Entragues about 
the ladies. On an April day in 1578 they 
fought to a finish at the Port Saint-Honore, 
close to the present site of the Madeline. As 
Queles was making a stroke with his sword 
he received a dagger-stroke in his left hand. 

“You have a dagger,’ he cried to his an- 
tagonist, “and I have none.”’ 

“You were wrong to leave it at home,“ 
answered the other coolly, who continued 
working with both weapons—sword and 
dagger—till the unhapy Quelus fell, his 
body full of holes. 

“You were wrong not to spend all the 
mornings of your life in the fencing- 
schools,“ might be said to the dying duellist 
of the present French Republic. ,

BOGUS MONEY MADE BY WOMEN.

A UNIQUE LIGHT-HOUSE.

The way Dr. Paquin's serum is prepared, 
according to Dr. Logario, is as follows: The 
consumption or tuberculosis bacilli are ob- 
tained from the sputum of patients and cul- 
tivated in veal or beef-bouillon where they 
multiply rapidly. From this a concentrated, 
highly toxic fluid is obtained, which is in- 
Jected into the blood of a perfectly healtly 
horse. throws the animal into a4 
high fever. The injection is repeated day 
after day until the fluid no longer has any 
effect. The animal is then thoroughly im- 
munized. This process requires from one to 
thrée months according to the resistory 
3 of the animal’s constitution. Blood 
s then drawn from the neck of the im- 
munized’ horse, placed in a sterilized bot- 
tle and kept at a temperature of 40 degrees 
for a month. In that time the constituents 
of the blood separate so that the serum can 
be decanted. The treatment is the hypo- 
dermic injection of a few drops every day 
in the patient’s back.“ 

Dr. Paquin, when seen Tuesday morning, 
was decidedly averse to discussing Dr. 
Logario and his Chicago “scoop.’’ When 
told the doctor’s statement of his methods 
he said: 

“The underlying principle is correct and 
in a cerude, unscientific way that describes 
the method of preparing the serum. There 
is to be no secrecy about the formula when 
it is perfected. I have not made it public 
for the reason that every day something 
new suggests itself either from the treat- 
ment of the patients or in the practical 


work of preparing the serum. I am striving | 


now to shorten the time required to im- 
munize the horses. I prefer to not give out 
the formula until it is as near scientifically 
perfect as I can make ft. I don't want to 
give it out and have other people get all 
the credit for improving it. I hope in a 
month or so to have the formula so per- 
fected that I can give it to the world 
through the scientific press.“ ;

“But it is rather a difficult matter to keep

In the meantime, he 
had become comparatively rich by reason of 
his investment in coal mines and was con- 

uently rather independent of office, but 
he didn’t dodge when the nomination came 
after him, and he established good majori- 
ties in the district.

This will ome more and more apparent 
as the large cities become more and more 
populous, and no man can do a more 
philanthropic act than to donate land for 
such use. I would even favor municipalities 
purchasing land for this purpose. 

hese agricultural] cultivated parks 
will, I believe, be found as beneficial in re- 
sults as the purely pleasure parks, and 
will be as useful for the prosperity of a 
city’s inhabitants; and by this I do not 
mean to advocate at all the giving up or 
lessening of our breathing spots, the parks 
devoted to pleasure and recreation. 

“As the battle of life grows sharper and 
more bitter and the cities increase in age 
and size, the needs of such useful agri- 
cultural parks will become more and more 
evident. There will be no trouble in finding 
those both competent and willing to act as 
teachers and to serve on the commen 
and it will be of inestimable benefit to 
cities, from a standpoint of mere utilita- 
rianism, from the fact that it uses to ad- 
vantage the street refuse, which is now 
wasted.

The artificial materia] at one stage is in 
a liquid state, and of a density abdut equal 
to the ordinary syrup of commerce. When 
in this state a machine of Dr. Lebner's in- 
vention, which may be called an artificial 
silkworm, comes into play. This machine, 
which is very simple in construction, re- 
quiring so little attention that it can be 
kept at work with about as much labor as 
is devoted to a twenty-four hour clock, per- 
forms exactly the same mechanical work 
that a silkworm does. It draws from the 
liquid a continuous, unbroken thread of 
even diameter and unlimited length, As 
this machine takes it up and twists if into 
any desired thickness of yarn with perfect 
regularity. 

Thus the fabric can be made of any de- 
sired weight or thickness, so that it will 
be seasonable at all times. 


This artificial silk has been spun in Brad- 
ford, England, and worked up into a large 
variety of fabrics, In the dyeing, weaving 
and finishing of these no special treatment 
has been found necessary, It has been dyed 
in all imaginable shades and colors, and 
owing to the peculiar quality of the mate- 
rial it takes a dye more readily and gives a 
more brilliant effect than the tural arti- 
cle. In texture it is the equal of the best of 
Chinese and Italian silks, being soft and 
silken to the touch, It 4s ex ted that it 
will be used largely in co tion with 
natural silk and cotton for producing bro- 
caded effects. These latter have been so 
expensive lately as to be out of reach of all 
but the fattest purses. The new invention 
will greatly reduce the cost. 


It would seem that this process

A Systematic and Scientific 
_, Method Invented. 


The Post-Dispatch described, the ether 
day, the methods by which Mr. Gilbert T. 
Woglom, the New York jeweler, engaged 
scientifically in the business of flying kites. 
This is what he tells about it: — 

I never make @ kite of less than 96 Inches; 
from that they range up to 60 inches, the 
two sticks being of equal length in every 
case. The sticks are arranged in the form 
of a Roman cross, the transverse section be- 
ing placed about 18 per cent of ita length 
from the top of the vertical section. I pre-

It is very light and strong. In flights 
to high altitudes I may say that ‘every- 
thing depends on everything.’ An exact 
knowledge of the strength of the cordage 
in use, is, therefore, essential. 

“I find the cardage manufacturers can 
give me but lit satisfaction in this di- 
rection. I do my own testing of the maxi- 
mum tension of the twines. It ts desirable, 
of course, to avoid all the wind friction pos- 
sible. Therefore, I use the smallest sizes 
consistent with the strain to which they 
are to be subjected. I seek altitude, not 
horizontal distance. If the cordage is one 
whit stouter than is requisite for strength, 
the wind velocity attacks it and tends to 
drive the whole outfit horizontally, thus de- 
creasing the angle of elevation, I never use 
cordage beyond one-third of its breaking 
strain. The calculation of the ‘pull’ of the 
kite and the breaking-strain of the twine 
is a matter of scales and arithmetic. 

“I prefer China silk for aeroplane covers 
for several reasons. It has wonderful ten- 
sile strength and durability. I have, in 
gales, blowing from forty to fifty miles an 
hour, had tough manilla rope fibre paper 
burst and be blown entirely free from the 
frame. In a similar position a silk cover is 
pervious to the wind and a certain amount 
of the energy is sifted through it. To un- 
derstand what I mean, the reader must 
know that the kite function is only exerted 
in making an ascent when the machine is at 
an elevation of thirty-five to forty degrees 
and when the wind force is exerted directly 
against it. When once the ascent is made 
the machine becomes an aeroplane and is 
simply employed in lifting. In this position 
the strain in the covering is much reduced. 
The crucial moment, therefore, is in mak- 
ing the ascent, and here the superiority of 
the silk is demonstrated. The superfluous 
energy is sifted through and the kite is 
borne safely up to the point where is to 
bang in the’sky. There it lies at a much 
more acute angle to the wind; consequently 
the strain on the fibre is greatly reduced. 

‘There are other details of construction, 
such as adjustments and knots, but experi- 
menters having a general idea of material 
and combination will acquire the other 
things on their own account in time, if they 
have patience and intelligence. 

“T have been much questioned about the 
method of getting up a string of kites. It 
is very simple. 
which is the smallest of the string. Then 
when its ascent is made to a height varying 
from five hundred to one thousand feet, 1 
attach the second kite, slightly larger, by 
means of a whip line attached to a loop in 
the main cord. This fellow its allowed to 
dangle free from the main line until it gets 
high enough for the wind to catch it. Then 
it begins to work on its own account. Bya 
little manipulation it is easily brought up to 
a level with the leader, and then sent on to 
the length of its whip line, when it becomes 
a lifter. In this way any number can be put 
out. The flag 1 sent up on Wasbington 
Arch Day was hoisted in the same wax, 
though instead of a AN I used a staff 
for the flag with a stay line, which kept the 
staff in a vertical position when the ascent 
was made.“

“The Insane Root That Takes the Rea-

Fhe whole plant has a very unpleasant 
and narcotic sriell, although the fresh ber- 
ries when breised exhale a pleasant odor 
like w.ne cr apples. All parts of the plant 
have poisonous properties like the bella- 
donna, only more narcotic in their nature, 
and for this reason the rcot was often ad- 
ministered before a surgical operation. 
Plato and Demosthenes both speak of it as 
@ soporific, and the people of the East to 
this day refer to an indolent n as one

scheme for my meals: Breakfast, soup an 
fruit; lunch, ship biscuit and fruit; dinner 
vegetables or their equivalent and bread. 

I generally make three-quarts of soup at 
a time, studying or writin letters while it 
cooks; then warm up what need for break- 
fast and frequently scald the remainder. 
Pea soup is my great standby. I fry an 
onion light brown in dripping, and then fill 
the kettle with three quarts of cold water 
— a pint of well-washed split peas and a 

unch of sweet herbs, and then let it slowly 
come toa boil. After three hours’ boiling I 
put it through a sieve and add salt 
pepper, and it is ready for use, at a cost 
five cents. Beans can be treated in the 
same way. Sometimes I cut up a large 
onion, a carrot and a yellow turnip and 
put them, with a half pint of split peas an 
an ounce of dripping, into three quarts o 
cold water and treat as above. I generally 
fry bread dice to eat with this soup. 

Another good soup is made by putting a 
half pint of rice or Pearl barley that Res 
been soaked over night in cold water into 
two quarts of hoiling water with a table- 
spoonful of salt. Let it cook an hour and 
then add a quart of milk and stir ten min- 
utes, when it is ready to serve. 
seed improves it and 
flavor. 

For dinner I often have ohnny-c 
made by mixing a pint of * — — 
some shortening and a pinch cf salt and 
adding boiling water to make a thick bat- 
ter. Put, by tablespoonfuls, on a greased 
baking sheet and bake thoroughly. Mace 
aroni and cheese is another cheap dish. 
Break about ten pipes of macaroni into inch 
lengths, put into a quart of boiling water, 
to which a teaspoonful of salt has been 
added, and let it boil twenty minutes; then 
drain off the water and save it as a foun 
tion for soup.
